street, and up to this hour has not 
been seen.

Tbat bone was swallowed about a year 
ago, and has lain hard and heavy in the 
organ of digestion, and has caused a 
superabundant flow of gall attended by 
flatulency at intervals during that en- 
tire period. The agony has been inter- 
mittent and at times awful to witness. 
The bystanders sometimes through sym- 
pathy for the public were inclined to 
cover the sufferer with a wet blanket, 
and thus hide him. 


After trying to relieve himself with- 


out success he applied to the Municipal 
club for aid in removing the foreign 
substance, but after doing the best it 
could to help him out with sympathy 
and votes, like the average faith healers 
the operation proved a failure, and he 
now declares the bone may remain till 
eternity so far as ho is concerned. He 
says: "We have simply combatted for a 
principle which we believed to be 
right—a principle which we now regret- 
fully lay down.'' 


Well, he is wrong in surrendering a 


principle so abruptly. There are other 
physicians. He ought to tiy them. It is 
an act of folly to quit now and thus en- 
danger a life so valuable. "As long as 
theio is life there is hope," and he 
ought not to give it up in this doleful 
way. 
It is discouraging to other peo- 


ple who might be afflicted in the same 
way, 
and in any event "crepe on the 


door" ia too suggestive of sorrow within. 


Then, again, he manifested no alarm 


ing symptoms until the bone slipped 
down his gullet, and to abandon hope 
and principle so suddenly may suggest 
tnat his sufferings were not as severe as 
his contortions indicated. Some might 
think that the bone never troubled him 
at all, and if sucn a notion gets out it 
will not/ be long until the opinion will 
obtain that no bone was lodged there at 
all. This would be a reflection on the 
doctois. 


Perhaps this is the case, and he fears 


that the new drctors may discover there 
is nothing the matter with him after all. 
We are inclined, however, to suspect 
that he will accept no advice however 
well it may be intended. But in any 
event the new doctors will take control 
in a few weeks and they will give our 
citizens fair treatment. They are not 
specialists, but are well calculated to 
treat all the ills the city ia heir to. They 
are not going into business to conflne 
their efforts and waste their energies on 
people with bones in their stomachs, but 
will enforce the laws to the satisfaction 
of tho people and do business on busi- 
ness principles. 


Two Kinds ol' Reformers. 


Those men who were in the Municipal 


club for honest purposes and through 
pure motives accept the result of the 
election like men, and will give the new 
administration a loyal support and will 
continue to do this unless it fails to do 
its duty. 


Those who were in it because they 


were disappointed somewhere else, and 
those who were in it for no better rea- 
son than that they thought it would 
give them standing as reformers, will 
harrass the new administration. They 
will assume that the new administra- 
tion is bad; that it can accomplish no 
good, and that it will not if it can. They 
will assume that had their ticket been 
elected, we would have a perfect gov- 
ernment in Decatur; that there would 
not have been a hitch or a jar in the 
administration, and never a failure in 
execution of the law. They will set up 
this standard, which has never been 
reached in any city government on 
earth, and will attempt to measure the 
new administration by it. They have 
begun it already. You can hear their 
philosophy, after this sort, on the streets 
now. 
They want to talk. They want 


you to listen to them. They want you 
to stand and hear them criticise other 
people and impugn the motives of other 
men, 
but if you were to do your duty 


j under the circumstances and throw a 
rock into their glass house, which all 
such people possess, they would not 
speak to you when they met you on the 
streets for months. Look out for them. 
They are abroad.

real estate holdings, Mr. Cleveland's 
wealth is represented by stocks and 
securities. His total wealth Is said bj- 
the best authorities to be only about 
8250,000. He cleared 8100,000 on his 
negotiation for his country home at 
Red Top during his first administration. 
When the president came to the White 
House the first time his total earthly 
possessions did not exceed £20,000.

Dr. Vokey Chamberlain is not only an 


interesting Biblical student, but he 
thinks that he has made a discovery 
whereby men may so arrange their 
lives according to their timepieces that 
they will not only be punctual at the 
dinner table, but may also be guided by 
their watches unto heavenly rest. 
There is nothing irreverent about Dr. 
Vokey Chamberlain or about his treat- 
ment of the subject He is a colored 
Methodist preacher, with an amazing 
memory of the language of the New and 
the Old Testament, and a profound be- 
lief in the Apocalypse. In the twenty- 
first chapter of the Apocalypse ho has 
found instruction for the building of a 
watch which, properly observed, will, 
he thinks, keep its possessor in the 
straight and narrow path better than 
any sermon ever preached by man. 


Dr. Chamberlain brought a sample 


timepiece with him to the New York 
Sun office to explain it. He also had 
several charts and maps which are for 
the use of adepts. The full meaning of 
the face of his clock can be learned, the 
doctor says, by ten years of careful 
study.

the watch of life are important, 
although, until you have studied it ten 
years, a trifle uncertain. According to 
the inventor the minute hand %vill at 
any time direct the owner of a watch 
of life how to answer, what to do, and 
where to go. This was not made en- 
tirely plain by the inventor, but he did 
give this demonstration: The reporter 
asked him why he had come to the Sun 
office, and he said, seeing by his clock 
that the hands indicated 42-72ds past 3 
o'clock: "That is 43." 


He produced a Bible, turned to the 


Gospel of St. Matthew, v. 42, and read: 


"Give to him that asketh of thee, and 


from him that would borrow of thee 
turn not away." 


The inventor said he had been asked 


to come to the Sun office by an admir- 
ing friend. Just how the book and 
chapter of the reference was indicated 
by the clock hands he did not explain. 
Perhaps if one did not know the Bible 
as well as the inventor of the watch of 
life, one might not always be certain 
of instruction. 


The face of the inventor's clock is 


further ornamented by a number of 
symbolical illustrations, which denote 
highly interesting and sometimes terri- 
fying things. If the hands of a watch of 
life happen to stop at certain hours a 
vast meaning is unfolded to the under- 
standing of the adept, and there are 
some hours, or gates, where, if the 
hands stop, the watch owner may as 
well give up all hope. An understand- 
ing of this would induce regularity and 
orderliness; one would never neglect to 
wind up his watch and would always 
keep it in order and clean. 


The inventor's charts are even more 


symbolistic. Some of ths decorations 
are of familiar scenes, as one which 
shows Wall street, with Trinity church 
in the distance. When asked the mean 
of this the inventor replied: 


"If the Bridegroom should go into 


Wall street and I should appear beforo 
that minute. He might declare me to be 
an infidel, but my duty would be to 
love Him none the less."

,o which they had been exposed. With 
;he first appearance of a moderately 
ow temperature (about five degrees 
jelow zero Fahrenheit^ many of the 
soldiers were found to have forgotten 
;he names of the most ordinary things 
about them, as well as those of the 
articles of food for which they were 
icrishiug. 
Many forgot their own 


names and those of their comrades. 
Others showed pronounced symptoms 
of mental disturbance, and not a few 
Became incurably insane, the type of 
their insanity resembling very closely 
senile dementia. The cold was probably 
not alone responsible for these effects, 
for a zero temperature is rather stimu- 
lating than paralyzing in its action up- 
on the well-fed and the healthy. These 
men were half-starved, poorly-clad, 
worn out with long marching, many al- 
ready weakened by dysentery and 
other diseases, and all mentally de- 
pressed, as an army in defeat always is. 
It needed therefore, no very unusual 
degree of cold to produce the psychic 
effects observed under other circum- 
stances only as a consequence of expos- 
ure to an extremely low temperature.

This Much-Desired Arflclo Has 


Been HI,«<ln B Possibility. 


All medical authorities agree as to 


the importance of keeping the feet dry 
But aside from the use of rubber and 
such materials nothing has heretofore 
been invented that would fully answer 
this demand. A new process of tan- 
ning, however, gives assurance that 
this cruel -desired article has r.t last 
been made a possibility. Raw hides 
arc saturated with a weak solution ol 
bi-chromate of potash, containing suf- 
ficient hydrochloric acid to free the 
chromic acid. Tho skins remain in 
this preparation until they are of a 
bright yellow color all through. The 
moisture is then pressed or drained 
from them, when they are immediately 
pat into a hyposulphite of soda bath, 
containing a little acid, put in to change 
the compound to green chrome oxide. 
Tl»e oxidization of the sulphurous acid 
creates sulphuric acid, resulting in a 
complete reduction of chromic acid 
At this stage the leather must be dyed 
anv desired color, as in its present con- 
dition it is of a dull green-blue tint. 
After the dyeing and drying it is ex 
tasmely tough and flexible, and abso- 
lutely water and damp proof, so much 
so tltat it will take on no permanent 
color, as the surface is thoroughly non 
absorbent. The process is said to be 
very readily learned and easily under 
stood. While it sounds eomplicatet 
and suggests a great deal of knowledge 
of chemistry, it is as easily managed a 
the old method of tan bark, and is, be 
sides, a, disinfecting process as well a; 
a destroyer of any disease germs tha 
might by accident be lodged in the 
skins to be handled. —N. Y. Ledger.

WILL OFFER AH ELECTION MEASURE 


Which the Senate Must Accept and 


Pass and the Governor Sign or 


No Election Bill will Pass 


the Special Session. 


KANSAS CITY, Mo., April 18.—The re- 


publican house of the Missouri legis- 
lature has agreed upon an election bill, 
and already a protracted dead-lock be- 
fins to loom in sight. Yesterday Al- 
bert Griffin, chief clerk of the house, 
was in Kansas City in secret confer- 
ence with Representatives Hammond, 
Hind, Phipps and Jones, republican 
legislators from this county. His par- 
ticular mission was to secure their in- 
influence and co-operation in the pas- 
sage of a new election bill framed un- 
der the guiding hand of Chauncey I. 
Filley, and indorsed by the St. Louis 
delegation. Harmony and united pur- 
pose in the party was his plea, and 
the Jacksonians agreed to vote with 
the St. Louis delegation at the special 
session. 


With a fixed plan and policy deter- 


mined upon, it is expected that the 
country delegates will come to their 
assistance in sufficient numbers to 
pass the bill. Its passage by the house 
seems assured, but since the governor 
and the senate are democratic, its en- 
actment into law ia a matter of grave 
doubt. It will meet with the greatest 
obstacle in the senate. 


The new bill is reported to do away 


with the office of recorder of voters at 
Kansas city and St. Louis and place 
all elections under the charge of a 
commission of three persons, two mem- 
bers to be appointed by the governor 
and one by the mayor. Otherwise it 
is much the same as the Laughlin bill. 


Mr. Griffin says it is decided that the 


new bill will pass or that nothing will 
pass. The legislature will be dead- 
locked and no compromise will be ac- 
cepted. 


In short, the republicans place the 


new measure forward as as ultimatum, 
to be accepted or declined.

COLORS

NKW YOKK, April 18.—Prof. Fred- 


erick E. Ives, of Philadelphia, ex- 
plained to a large and distinguished 
gathering of scientists Tuesday night, 
at the American Museum of Natural 
History, his discovery of reproducing 
by photography the natural colors of 
objects, long the dream of science, and 
illustrated his lecture by many beau- 
tiful color photographs. 


In plain language, this result was 


achieved by photographing the object 
chosen on the most modern and sensi- 
tive plates, through three different 
colored glass slides, red, green and 
blue violet. The object 
was first 


photographed 
through one, then 


through another and then through the 
third. Each colored slide took up its 
own spectrum colors, and when the 
three plates are over the other, and 
looking in a stereoscope through them, 
there was seen a resultant photograph 
of the object chosen, with all the 
natural colors retained.

AN ORDINANCE 


Providing for on Inspector of Plumbing and 


Water, and Regulating the Drainage and 


Plumbing of Building and the Tap- 


ping of Water Mains. 


He it Oraamed by the City Council of the City of 
Becatar, Ills: 
SKO. 1. There is hereby created the office of 
Plumbicg and Water Inspector in the City of 
Decatnr, m Macau Coumv, Illinois He shall 
hold his office for the term of one >ear aud until 
his successor shall be appointed and qualified. 
The Inspector of Plumbing and Water shall be 
appointed annually at the ttecond regular roeet- 
lug in the month of May or as soon thereafter as 
may be and shall, before entering on the duties 
of his office take tho oath prescribed for city 
wSicBrs and shall execute a bon" to the said City 
of Decatur in ihe peonl bum of ODO Thousand 
D01 Jars ($101)0), with at lottBtlwo good arid suffi- 
cient securities to be approved by the city coun- 
cil und conditioned for toe faithful performance 
of Uie duties of Ins oiiice 
Said inspector shall 
bo 'A com potent person aud shall give his whole 
time to the duties of his office. 


HEC. 2 The duties of the Inspector of Plumb- 
inir find Water, aha 1 be to hare charge of all 
stand pipea, water meters and all apparatus 
used for taking water from the public water syp- 
tem of said city, to inspect and report all 
wastage of water aud all violations pertaining to 
the use and taking of water, and to exercise a 
general supervision orer the use of water from 
sai£ public water system and shall be charged 
with tha enforcement of all rules, regulations 
and ordinances that are now iti force, or may 
hereafter be adopted by said city council i 
taming to plumbing, drainage or boid pul 
water system. 


bEO. 3 The Inspector of Plumbing and Water 
shall receire such compensation as may be fixed 
from time to time by the city council. 


BEO. 4. He shall attend all meetings of the 
Water and Light Committee and of tho city 
council of eaid city, and shall make reports to 
aaid city count it at the tret regular meeting 
thereof in each month. 


BEG. 5. fie shall be clothed with police power 
and shall be permitted at reasonable hours to 
enter all buildings and places where water is 
taken from suid public water works system to 
inspect the taking of water from aaid eyst?m, or 
for the purpose of inspecting any and all plumb- 
mgand drumageconBtnicted,or incoureeot con- 
struct on. 


BEO. 6. It shall be unlawful to construct or 
extend any drain for the reception of sewerage 
or waste water under or into any building ex- 
cept stubles, or 10 connect the same with any 
public or other sewer or drain, unless the said. 
iraio shall in its plan and construction conform 
to the following requirements: 


BKO 7. Between the house and the public 
sewer or drain there shall be placed a ventila- 
tion hand hold cleaning trap. Between the eaici 
trap and the foot of the soil pipe, there shall be 
connected with the mam Louse drain an inlet 
p po for the admission of freBh air. 4 inch us m 
diameter, ihe mouth of which shall be left open 
or have a cap giving an areu of one-fourth more 
than diameter of the inlet pipe. 
All noil pipes 
witlun tho walls of any building, shall be ot irou 
or braes and shall be continued at least three 
feet; above unj opening in the roof, and left open 
bo that thu whole of the inside dramagu will be \ 
thoroughly and constantly ventilated.

All drai is of plumbing figures of 
ever} house or uthe • buildings, shall 1 e p onded 
wiLh buinuieut imps aod vents to pi^ent gas 
from tim sewer, dr^in or waste pipes from escap- 
ing into any apaitment, and tJdcu eueti future 
shall have its own trap with sufficient vent

The Total Number is Over 2100 in 


tne Eighth District. 


The total number of income tax re- 


turns received by Internal Revenue Col- 
lector J. L. Wilcox, of this district, at 
Springfield, is about 2100. The time for 
making the returns expired at midnight 
Monday, but a few were received by 
mail Tuesday. Very few in this district 
asked for extension oi time.
